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Preface 

At  the  utterance  of  the  words  sine  die,  legislators,  legislative  staff,  and  the  people  of  Montana  all 
breathe  a  collective  sigh,  gratefiil  that  the  hectic  pace  of  the  session  has  eased  for  a  couple  years, 
and  grateful  for  the  sudden  abundance  of  time,  a  rare  commodity  during  the  session.  And  for 
many,  sine  die  is  Latin  for  "vacation".  But  for  Montana's  citizen  biennial  legislature,  the 
vacation  is  short-lived.  Being  a  Montana  legislator  is  decidedly  not  a  90-day-every-two-years 
job.  Significant  work  is  done  and  important  policy  decisions  are  made  during  the  interim 
between  legislative  sessions. 

Legislators  serve  on  a  number  of  interim  committees,  commissions,  and  task  forces,  some  of 
which  are  statutorily  mandated,  while  others  are  formed  in  response  to  pressing  issues  and 
problems  facing  the  state. 

This  directory  outlines  legislative  membership  and  staff  support  for  the  full  array  of  interim 
activities  in  which  the  Legislature  has  a  major  role.  While  every  attempt  is  made  to  publish  as 
complete  and  accurate  a  reference  document  as  possible,  the  interim  has  historically  been  and 
remains  a  dynamic  period.  Committees  may  organize  or  change  membership  following 
publication,  and  a  few  appointments  are  yet  to  be  made. 

Because  of  the  changes  we  anticipate,  we  are  trying  a  new  format  for  the  directory.  Not  only  will 
it  be  available  and  updated  periodically  on  the  Internet,  but  the  loose-leaf  format  will  enable 
users  to  replace  sheets  when  changes  occur.  Replacement  sheets  will  be  added  to  copies  of  the 
directory  in  the  Legislative  Services  Division  and  will  be  available  in  Room  138  of  the  Capitol. 
In  addition,  any  changes  will  be  noted  in  the  Legislative  Services  Division's  monthly  newsletter. 
The  Interim. 

We  hope  users  of  this  directory  will  find  it  a  useful  tool  in  facilitating  active  participation  in  the 
interim  committee  process.

The  Legislative  Council 
is  composed  of  six 
Senators  and  six 
Representatives, 
including  the  President  of 
the  Senate,  the  Speaker  of 
the  House,  and  both 
minority  leaders.  The 
other  eight  members  are 
selected  by  the 
Committee  on 
Committees  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  respectively. 

The  Legislative  Council  generally  oversees  the  activities  of 
the  Legislative  Services  Division  (LSD)  and  supervises 
publication  of  Montana's  statutes  by  a  Code  Commissioner 
assigned  to  the  LSD  staff.    The  Montana  Code  Annotated 
(MCA),  as  recodified  and  published  by  the  Code 
Commissioner,  was  adopted  as  prima  facie  the  law  of 
Montana  by  Chapter  1,  Laws  of  1979.  If  a  problem 
needing  immediate  attention  arises  during  the  interim,  the 
Legislative  Council  may  assign  study  of  the  problem  to  an 
appropriate  committee.  Chapter  1,  Laws  of  1987,  allows 
the  Council  to  assign  such  a  study  to  either  a  joint  interim 
subcommittee  or  an  appropriate  statutory  committee. 

Chapter  545,  Laws  of  1995,  requires  the  Council  to  review 
and  adopt  personnel  and  administrative  policies  for  the 
Legislative  Branch  and  assign  responsibility  for 
administration  of  those  policies.  Adopted  policies  must  be 
concurred  in  by  the  Legislative  Finance  and  Audit 
Committees.

The  LSD  staff  also  provides  information  to  the 
public  on  legislative  matters. 

The  LSD  is  divided  into  five  offices:  The  Central  Services 
Office,  the  Office  of  Research  and  Policy  Analysis,  the 
Legal  Services  Office,  the  Office  of  Legislative  Information 
Technology,  and  the  Environmental  Policy  Office.  The 
functions  of  the  Legislative  Environmental  Policy  Office 
will  be  discussed  under  the  Environmental  Quality  Council 
heading. 

The  Central  Services  Office  includes  staff  responsible  for 
purchasing,  publication  distribution,  payroll  and  personnel 
matters,  secretarial  support,  final  preparation  of  LSD 
documents  (including  engrossing  and  enrolling  of  bills  and 
preparation  of  introduced  bills),  legislative  printing  and 
distribution,  and  legislator  information  and 
telecommunications. 

The  Office  of  Research  and  Policy  Analysis  and  the  Legal 
Services  Office  both  perform  general  and  specialized 
research,  reference,  and  information  fiinctions.  During 
legislative  sessions  and  in  the  interim,  personnel  from  both 
offices  provide  professional  staff  support  to  session  and 
interim  corrmiittees,  draft  legislation,  prepare  research 
reports,  and  provide  information  on  the  legislature  to  the 
public.

Legislative  participation  in  the 
Environmental  Quality  Council 
(EQC)  consists  of  six  Senators 
and  six  Representatives.  There 
are  also  four  members  of  the 
public  and  one  representative  of 
the  Governor,  who  serves  as  a 
nonvoting  member.  The  Council 
appoints  a  Legislative 
Environmental  Analyst  who  heads  the  Legislative 
Environmental  Policy  Office  (LEPO).  LEPO  is  under  the 
general  administration  of  the  Legislative  Services  Division 
and  provides  staff  support  to  EQC. 

In  general,  the  EQC  reviews  and  appraises  state  programs 
and  activities  related  to  the  environment  to  ensure 
compliance  with  the  Montana  Environmental  Policy  Act 
(MEPA),  located  in  Title  75,  chapter  1,  MCA.  The  EQC  is 
also  statutorily  responsible  for  oversight  of  the  state's 
natural  resource  management  agencies  to  assist  in  and 
ensure  their  compliance  with  MEPA  and  other  natural 
resource  and  environmental  laws. 

The  EQC  fimctions  in  a  bipartisan  maimer  and  seeks  to 
build  consensus  among  its  membership  prior  to  making 
policy  recommendations  to  the  Legislature. 

The  LEPO  staff  provides  impartial,  nonpolitical 
environmental  and  natural  resource  information  to  the  EQC, 
the  Legislature  and  the  public.  Staff  duties  include 
researching  and  writing  reports,  organizing  and  monitoring 
public  meetings  and  hearings,  drafting  proposed  legislation, 
and  conducting  studies  assigned  by  the  Legislature.  Before 
and  during  the  legislative  session,  LEPO  staff  members 
draft  natural  resource-related  legislation  and  serve  as 
committee  researchers  to  the  House  and  Senate  Natural

Resources  Committees.  A  study  of  waste  tire  disposal  (SB 
332)  is  the  only  study  assigned  to  LEPO  by  the  1997 
Legislature.  However,  the  Council  is  statutorily  responsible 
for  a  number  of  additional  oversight  and  study  issues. 
These  include:  implementation  of  the  Montana 
Environmental  Policy  Act  (MEPA)  and  oversight  of  state 
agency  compliance  with  MEPA;  maintenance  of  accurate 
environmental  indicator  data;  suggestion  of  legislation  to 
remedy  problems  in  agency  compliance  with  MEPA;  water 
policy  legislative  oversight,  mcluding  groundwater  and 
stream  access  issues;  enforcement  and  compliance  follow- 
up,  specifically  overseeing  and  reviewing  state  agency 
environmental  and  natural  resource  enforcement  policies, 
use  and  balance  of  enforcement  tools,  record  keeping, 
prevention  programs  and  risk  of  violation,  staffing,  and 
primacy  issues;  energy  development  and  conservation 
oversight,  which,  this  interim,  will  include  the  monitoring 
of  the  electric  and  natural  gas  industry  deregulation. 

This  interim,  the  EQC  has  also  asked  LEPO  staff  to  conduct 
a  Montana  growth  issues  plarming  study,  involving  family 
farms,  subdivisions,  and  open  space.

The  Audit  Committee  appoints  the  Legislative  Auditor  who 
heads  the  Audit  Division  (LAD).  In  general,  LAD  staff 
monitor  the  efficiency  and  effectiveness  of  state  agencies 
and  audit  agencies'  financial  affairs.  The  LAD  also 
conducts  electronic  data  processing  audits  to  determine  the 
effectiveness  of  the  state's  computer  resources. 

Specifically,  an  audit  of  a  state  agency  is  conducted  to 
determine  whether:  the  agency  is  efficiently  carrying  out  the 
activities  and  programs  authorized  by  the  Legislature;  the 
agency  is  properly  managing  expenditures,  using  ftinds 
only  in  the  fiirtherance  of  authorized  activities  and  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  applicable  laws  and 
regulations;  the  agency  is  properly  accounting  for  all 
revenues  and  receipts  arising  from  its  activities;  the  agency 
is  adequately  safeguarding  and  controlling  its  assets  and 
using  them  efficiently;  and  the  agency  is  accurately 
reporting  and  fially  disclosing  its  financial  status  and  the 
scope  of  its  activities  and  operations  to  the  Governor,  the 
Legislature,  and  central  control  agencies. 

Chapter  20,  Special  Laws  of  November  1993,  created  a  toll- 
fi-ee  hotline  to  the  LAD  which  Montana  residents  may  use 
in  reporting  fraud,  waste,  and  abuse  in  state  government.

The  LAD  is  responsible  for  maintaining  the  hotline, 
reviewing  all  calls  received,  keeping  a  record  of  each  call, 
analyzing  and  verifying  the  information  relayed  in  the  call, 
and  referring  the  information  to  the  appropriate  agency  that 
is  the  subject  of  the  call.  The  Legislative  Auditor  is  required 
to  periodically  update  the  Committee  on  the  use  of  the 
hotline,  results  of  the  reviews,  verifications,  referrals,  and 
any  corrective  action  taken  by  the  appropriate  agency.  The 
hotline  number  is  1-800-222-4446  outside  Helena  and  444- 
4446  from  a  Helena  location. 

The  Audit  Committee  meets  about  eight  times  during  the 
interim  to  review  staff  audit  reports  and  hotline  results, 
review  personnel  and  administrative  procedures  in  the 
LAD,  and  generally  oversee  the  Division's  activities.

The  LFC  oversees  the  activities  of  the  Fiscal  Analyst  and 
LFD  staff  and  consists  of  four  members  of  the  Senate 
Finance  and  Claims  Committee  appointed  by  that 
committee's  chairman,  two  members  of  the  Senate 
appointed  at  large  by  the  Committee  on  Committees,  four 
members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  Appropriations 
Committee  appointed  by  that  committee's  chairman,  and 
two  members  of  the  House  appointed  at  large  by  the 
Speaker.

Chapter  40,  Laws  of  1993,  abolished  the  Coal  Tax 
Oversight  Subcommittee  of  the  Revenue  Oversight 
Committee  and  assigned  ROC  the  duties  of  reviewing  and 
reporting  on  programs  financed  by  coal  severance  tax 
funds.  ROC  is  also  authorized  to  study  any  issues 
surrounding  coal  taxation  in  Montana. 

Impending  restructuring  of  electric  and  natural  gas  utilities, 
resulting  from  the  passage  of  Senate  Bills  390  and  396,  will 
have  marked  impacts  on  property  taxation  in  the  state. 
During  the  1 997-98  interim,  in  addition  to  its  statutory 
duties,  ROC  will  be  studying  and  reporting  on  the  tax 
implications  of  deregulating  the  electric  and  natural  gas 
utility  industries.

The  Joint  Oversight 
Committee  on  Children 
and  Families  (JOCCF)  is 
statutorily  responsible  for 
examining  public  and 
private  social  programs 
and  services  available  to 
Montanans  to  determine 
the  effectiveness  of  the 
programs,  identifying  any 
unmet  needs,  and  studying 
the  funding  for  those 
programs.  The  Committee 
must  also  monitor  interagency  coordination  of  programs 
and  services  for  children  and  families,  study  issues 
surrounding  teenage  parents  and  their  families,  monitor 
welfare  reform  implementation,  and  study  adult  protective 
services. 

Within  the  general  statutory  framework,  the  Committee 
selects  a  few  specific  study  topics  and  oversight  areas  to 
focus  on  each  interim.

Passage  of  Senate  Bill  195  not  only  revamped  Montana's 
property  taxation  plan,  but  it  also  commissioned  the  Interim 
Property  Tax  Committee  to  examine  all  aspects  of  the  state 
property  tax  system  during  the  interim.

The  Committee  is  charged  with  oversight  and  review  of  the 
laws  governing  state  personnel,  finance,  and  asset 
management,  particularly  as  they  relate  to  information 
technology.  The  Committee  may  evaluate  and  review  the 
automation,  improvement,  and  ultimate  integration  of  the 
state's  information  systems. 

This  integration  process  has  begun  with  the  implementation 
of  the  Department  of  Administration's  Project  to 
Reengineer  the  Revenue  and  Information  Management 
Environment  (MT  PRRIME).  The  first  phase  of  MT 
PRRIME  has  been  completed  with  the  publication  of 
Deloitte  and  Touche  Consulting  Group's  report  identifying 
and  assessing  alternatives  and  recommending  strategic 
directions  and  an  implementation  plan. 

The  1997  Legislature  approved  House  Bill  188,  authorizing 
the  state  to  sell  general  obligation  bonds  to  finance 
information  technology  projects,  including  MT  PRRIME. 

Numerous  committees  and  task  forces  have  been  organized 
by  the  Department  of  Administration  to  work  on  MT 
PRRIME.  The  Committee  on  State  Management  Systems

HJR  19  calls  only  for  an  interim 
study  of  correctional  standards,  but  the  Committee  has  also 
been  designated  by  the  Legislative  Council  as  an  oversight 
committee  in  response  to  the  identification  of  corrections  as 
an  issue  of  statewide  importance. 

General  correctional  oversight  and  study  issues  include 
correctional  standards,  juvenile  corrections,  and  adult 
corrections.  A  fourth  major  area  of  possible  study  involves 
alternatives  to  ease  the  increasing  correctional  and  prison 
populations.  This  area  of  study  may  require  exploration  of 
sentencing  and  parole  activities. 

Involved  in  the  study  of  adult  and  juvenile  corrections  will 
be  capital  projects  and  long-range  building,  information 
management,  private  programs,  and  Department  of 
Corrections  programs.  Study  of  juvenile  corrections  may 
include  oversight  of  the  Department  of  Corrections'  youth 
court  and  placement  budget.

The  commission  consists  of  five  members 
appointed  by  the  Governor,  including  one  each  from  the 
University  of  Montana  and  Montana  State  University,  a 
mental  health  professional,  a  business  owner  with  no 
financial  interest  in  a  gambling  enterprise,  and  a  person 
with  a  doctorate  in  a  social  science  that  is  pertinent  to 
socioeconomic  analysis. 

The  Commission  will  receive  staff  support  from  the 
Legislative  Services  Division.  The  main  tasks  of  the 
Commission  and  staff  are  to  issue  a  request  for  proposals, 
select  a  qualified  contractor  to  conduct  the  study,  receive 
and  evaluate  progress  reports  from  the  contractor  during 
several  meetings  over  a  12-month  period,  and  publish  a 
final  report.  While  no  legislator  will  serve  on  the 
commission,  the  bill  requires  that  a  report  documenting  the 
study  results  be  submitted  to  the  Legislature  on  or  before 
September  1,  1998.  The  report  may  include  draft 
legislation.  The  commission  is  also  required  to  present  its 
findings  to  the  public  before  October  1,  1998. 

HB  615  provides  a  $100,000  appropriation  from  state 
lottery  funds  to  support  the  commission's  work  and  to  pay 
for  the  study.

The 
legislative  members  are  joined  by  a 
representative  of  the  Public  Service 
Commission,  appointed  by  the 
Commission. 


The  Committee  is  statutorily  assigned 
to  monitor  federal  implementation  of 
the  Federeal  Telecommunications  Act 
of  1996  and  recommend  to  the  56th 
Legislature  policies,  practices,  and  statutory  changes  that 
are  required  to  implement  or  conform  to  the  federal 
implementation. 

In  addition  to  its  statutory  responsibilities,  the  Committee 
has  been  requested  by  the  Legislative  Council  to  assist  in 
studying  telemarketing  fraud  during  the  1997-98  interim.

Commission  on  Interstate  and  International  Cooperation 
and,  as  such,  as  a  member  of  the  Council  of  State 
Governments  (CSG),  an  organization  of  all  the  states  and 
territories  of  the  United  States.  The  primary  mission  of 
CSG  is  to  promote  and  strengthen  state  government  in  the 
federal  system  by  providing  staff  services  to  organizations 
of  state  officials.  Montana  is  a  member  of  the  Western 
Legislative  Conference  of  CSG,  which  represents  the 
governing  bodies  of  13  western  states.  The  purpose  of  the 
Conference  is  to  foster  and  encourage  intergovernmental 
cooperation  in  the  West  through  joint  consideration  of 
common  problems.  The  basic  work  of  the  Conference  is 
accomplished  through  study  committees. 

The  55th  Legislature,  following  the  actions  of  the  1991, 
1993,  and  1995  Legislatures,  did  not  appropriate  any 
funding  for  Montana's  active  participation  in  CSG  during 
the  next  biennium.

Legislatures"  within  the  limits  of  appropriations. 

The  Legislative  Council  appoints  legislators  to  two-year 
terms  as  delegates  and  alternates  to  NCSL  committees. 
While  the  1997  Legislature  elected  to  appropriate  no  fiands 
for  participation  in  the  Council  of  State  Governments,  an 
appropriation  in  House  Bill  2  pays  the  dues  for  Montana's 
membership  in  NCSL  for  the  current  biennium.  The 
appropriation  does  not,  however,  provide  funds  for 
legislator  or  staff  participation  in  NCSL  meetings  or 
seminars.  Currently,  Montana  is  represented  on  the  Energy 
Committee  by  Representative  Joe  Quilici,  who  participates 
through  the  Legislative  Consumer  Committee.  The  NCSL 
committees  are  as  follows.

Legislative  membership  in  the  Pacific  Northwest  Economic 
Region  (PNWER)  consists  of  one  Senator  appointed  by  the 
President  of  the  Senate,  one  Senator  appointed  by  the 
Senate  Minority  Leader,  one  Representative  appointed  by 
the  Speaker  of  the  House,  and  one  Representative  appointed 
by  the  House  Minority  Leader. 

Under  the  terms  of  House  Bill  508  of  the  52nd  Montana 
Legislature,  Montana  joined  the  states  of  Alaska,  Idaho, 
Oregon,  and  Washington,  and  the  provinces  of  Alberta  and 
British  Columbia  in  the  Pacific  Northwest  Economic 
Region.  The  organization  is  intended  to  allow  the  states 
and  provinces  to  act  together  to  increase  the  potential  for 
strengthening  the  region's  world-trade  posture,  while 
enhancing  the  environment  and  quality  of  life. 

The  1997  Legislature  did  not  appropriate  any  funds  for 
Montana's  membership  dues  or  attendance  at  PNWER 
meetings,  although  the  possibility  exists  of  transferring 
funds  to  support  PNWER  activities.  One  member  from 
each  house  has  been  appointed  to  PNWER  by  the  President 
of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House. 
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
